Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Claims 1-15 were discussed to indicate allowable subject matter and 
to propose amendments that may place the claims in condition for allowance. It was noted that the only issues 
believed to be remaining in the claims are under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first and second paragraph. Amendments to claim 1 
were proposed by Applicants' representative based on said telephonic interview; however, an agreement with regards 
to the claims was not reached. In the telephonic interview, it was suggested that the limitation of claim 3 be 
incorporated into claim 1 such that there is some structural information provided for the forisome that is recited in claim 
1. 

Further, Dr. Huckett's proposed amendment for claim 1 is as follows; 

1. (currently amended) A protein crystalloid body (forisome) isolated from Fabaceae, wherein the protein crystalloid 
body has a reversible, anisotropic contractability such that: 

the protein crystalloid body becomes thicker in a direction perpendicular to a longitudinal axis of the protein 
crystalloid body and shorter along the said longitudinal axis of the protein body when increasing a calcium ion 
concentration in a medium surrounding the protein crystalloid body past a threshold value of approximately 30 nM and 
the protein crystalloid body becomes thinner in the said perpendicular direction perpendicular to the longitudinal axis 
and longer along the said longitudinal axis when decreasing the calcium ion concentration below the threshold value of 
approximately 30 nM; and 

the protein crystalloid body becomes thicker in the said perpendicular direction perpendicular to the 
longitudinal axis when increasing a pH value of a medium surrounding the protein crystalloid body to a value above 
approximately 9.5 without becoming shorter along the said longitudinal axis and the protein crystalloid body becomes 
thinner in the said perpendicular direction perpendicular to the longitudinal axis without becoming longer along the said 
longitudinal axis when decreasing the pH value below approximately 9.5; 

wherein, the protein crystalloid comprises a first protein and a second protein and wherein, when digesting the 
first and second proteins by trypsin, the following peptides are found: 

Leu-Gln-Asp-Asn-Pro-Gln-Glu-Val-lle-Lys (seq. ID No. 1); 

Glu-Gly-Phe-Asp-lle-Ala-Phe-Lys (seq. ID No. 2); 
and wherein the first protein further contains the fragments: 

Glu-Val-Thr-Ser-Val (seq. ID No. 3); 

VaL-Met-Glu-Val-Ser-Trp-His-Tyr-Lys-(seq. ID No. 4); 

Ala-Thr-Asp-Pro- (seq. ID No. 5). 

However, an agreement to the proposed changes for claim 1 was not reached.
